Beloved  Friends :  Standing  here  by 
I  ’  i  '  •  oral  casket’s  side.4p  the  very  place 
a  he,  so  lately  my  brother  in  the 
I  <  r-tian  Ministry,  was  wont  to  preach  to 
[  y-  ■  u  the  precious  Gospel,  I  am  not  about 
i  to  dlv*>rt  your  mimle  with  what  he  least 
of  all  would  wish,  a  fulsome  eulogy  of  the 
:*ad.  NHther  have  I  any  thought  to  Im- 
p'-ie  on  you  the  linpertlnance  of  Instruc¬ 
tion.  Speech  has  hn  office  in  an  hour  like 
this;  hut  that  office  is  not  Instruction,  It 
is  simply  to  voice  the  feelings  your  hearts 
are  already  full  of. 

I  am  not  to  excite  your  feelings  either  ; 
nor  retrain  them  ;  nor  do  I  bellevo  ocoa. 
‘-loti  is  for  me  even  to  direct  them.  This 
ii  a  Christian  asseihbly,  In  which  Is  pres- 
I  ent  God's  Holy  Spirit.  A  loving  church 
and  a  believing  house^iold  are  come  with 
their  precious  dead  to  the  Lord’s  house. 
Ah  Kiug  He/.eklah  took  the  letter  that 
troubled  him  into  the  temple  and  there 
spread  It  out  before  the  Lord,  so  you  have 
brought  your  sorrow  to  this^saered  rneet- 
Ing-plape  with  God  and  rested  it  fcn  mute 
appeal  T»efore  him.

-  my  part,  to  contribute  here. 

1.  First  I  recognize  a  great  and  univer- 
al  sorrow.  This  is.  I  believe,  the  iirst  ex¬ 
perience  In  Bloomfield  of  a  pastor’s  death 
|  while  in  his  pastorate.  Never  before  has 
I  this  community  been  called  just  so  togeth¬ 
er  people  have  loved  their  pastors. 

I  This  one  loved  Bloomfield.  It  was  the 
J  home  of  I, is  earliest  memories,  of  his  first 
I  school  days,  of  his  earliest  playmates  and 
rompanjuns.  When  ca  |ed  to  this  church 
I  be  came  with  his  whole  soul,  &s  he  could

people  from  his  shoulders  and  upward  ’ 

There  was  a  fell  power  and  life  In  his 
walk  and  work  that  vitalized  like  a  stir¬ 
ring  breeze  those  he  came  among.  We 
with  difficulty  realize  It  can  be  he  wko  was 
borne  in  here  Just  now  by  others’  hands 
for  the  greater  part  of  those  present  have 
not  seen  him  since  he  was  the  strongest, 
most  vigorous  of  us  oil. 

2  We  sorrow  to-day  with  the  church 
whose  devoted  pastor  he  was.  Its  name 
he  almost  adopted,  to  wear  along  with  his 
own.  as  port  of  bis  personality.  We  here 
con  hardly  separata  in  our  thoughts  the 
name  of  Samuel  W.  Duffleld  from  the 
uanifcvWestmlnster  church.  Fertile  in  de¬ 
vices  for  its  upbuilding,  he  was  unsparing 
of  laltor  also.  Ths  very  last  writing  by 
his  hand,  that  wrote  so  much  but  shall, 
alas!  write  no  more,  was  a  message  to 
the  church  still  dear  to  his  heait.  A  copy 
of  it  I  now  hold  here.  It  is  this  ; 

“  I  con  wish  nothing  more  for  Westmin¬ 
ster  church,  than  to  grow  up  according  as 
their  year's  motto  would  Iffdioate.  God's 
pastor  must  be  of  God.  Christ's  preach¬ 
ing  must  be  Christ's  go<-pel.  Samuel  AY 
Duffleld.**  The  Church  motto  referred  to 
is,  Ephesians  4  : 15,  “Grow  up  into  him  in 
all  things.'* 

And  as  for  you,  dear  members  of  the 
churoti,  inasmuch  as  it  was  1  who  stood 
In  this  place  live  years  ago  by  assignment 
of  the  Presbytery  to  give  you  charge  how 
you  should  conduct  yourselves  towards 
your  pastor  then  Just  being  installed, — 
that  charge  I  uow,  to  God's  praise,  bear 
witness  you  have  kept,  and  more  than  kept. 

During  all  this  year  of  your  pastor's  ill¬ 
ness  and  your  trial,  I  with  raiMiy  others 
have  watched  and  admired  your  delicate 
and  generous  coiislderatness  for  him  in 
every  possible  regard.  And  uow,  as  the 
disciples  of  John  the  Baptist,  when  their 
muster  was  beheaded,  “  came  and  took  up 
the  body  ami  buried  it,  and  went  and  told 
Jesus,"  so  you  take  up  your  pastors  body 
and  bring  it  here  to  the  Lord's  Sanctuary 
and  lay  it  reverently  down  before  the  pul¬ 
pit  where  he  used  to  stand,  and  say  :  Be¬ 
hold,  Lord,  our  sorrow ! 

3.  We  sorrow  also  with  a  stricken  house¬ 
hold  with  a  wife  bereaved,  whose  loss  in 
the  manifold  and  countless  offices  of  mu¬ 
tual  help  and  joy  in  that  closest  of  human 
bouda  It  were  ruthless  violence  I  should 
try  to  picture.  I  may  use  the  words  of 
the  sainted  Isabella  Graham,  an  ances¬ 
tress,  by  the  way,  of  our  brother  Duffleld  s, 
written  whan  in  bar  like  axperi^i.ce  of 
bereavement :  “At^one  blow  H«  u»ok 
from  me  all  that  mode  Life  dear,  the  very 
kernel  of  all  my  earthly  joys — my  beloved 
husband.’ 

We  sorrow  with  fatherless  children, 
whose  deprivation,  great  as  they  now 
know  it  and  fe41  it,  is  alas  !  greater  still, 
with  a  father  already  made  familiar  with 
sorrows  and  with  partings, and  taught  not 
to  count  this  world  as  his  continuing  city 
or  the  abiding  place  of  his  heart’s  treas¬ 
urer -to  whom  the  unseen  land  holds 
more  of  his  dear  ones  than  the  seen  ;  with  . 
a  sister  who  fcas  no  brother  on  earth  any 
more;  with  a  circle  of  kindred  from  which 
a  faVorite  light  has  gone  out,  that  shall 
cheer  their  gatherings  no  more  by  its 
sparkling. 

4.  We  sorrow  moreover  with  our  dear 
brother  himself.  Not  that  he  was,  as  a 
Christian,  unprepared  to  die,  nor  that  he 
was  afcaid^to  die;  for  he  waa  not;  but 
that  in  his  eyes  as  In  ours,  much  more 
useful  work  seemed  remaining  still  for 
him  to  do  in  life,  though  already  he  had 
accomplished  more  than  many  fuller  In 
In  days.  We  all  counted  that  lie  was  only 
fairly  entered  upon  his  usefulness.  Not  a 
mark  of  Impiety,  but  in  the  line  of  saintly 
example,  it  was  that  he  prayed  the  prayer 
of  the  Psalmist  (Psalm  102  :  24 1 :  “0  my 
God,  take  me  not  away  in  the  midst  of 
my  days.” 

There  are  some  comforting  feelings  also 
that  ought  to  have  voice  here  at  this  time. 

1.  One,  like  an  undertone, In  music,  which 
sustains  all  the  melody,  aad  expressed  in 
the  same  Psalm  in  Immediate  connection 
with  that  prayer  O  my  God  take  me  not 
away  In  the  midst  of  my  days — viz.,  “  My 
years  are  throughout  all  generations.’’ 
Yes,  He  who  “laid  the  foundation  of  the 
earth  '  still  remains  and  "  the  children  of 
(his)  servants  shall  continue  and  theiT 
seed  shall  be  established  before”  Him. 

These  words,  t  wherewith  that  Psalm 
closes  conducts  us  to  another  comforting 
thought  very  pertinent  here,  that  Is  God’s 
covenant  faithfulness  to  the  children's 
children  of  them  that  love  and  fear  Him. 

Five  generations  of  officers  in  the 
Church  of  Christ  went  before  our  brother 
here,  on  this  Amerio&n  continent,  he  be¬ 
ing  the  fourth  of  his  family  in  the  minis¬ 
try,  thoee  occupying  the  two  other  of  the 
six  generations  being  honored  elders  In 
the  church.  And  beyond  them  we  trace 
the  line  through  Ireland  and  England 
where  they  successively  found  refuge, 
!>ack  to  France,  whence,  with  the  other 
•Huguenots  they  chose  exile  rather  than 
surrender  their  faith. 

It  has  been  already  mentioned  that 
among  bis  ancestry,  was  that  noble 
woman,  Isabella  Graham — his  grand¬ 
mother  In  th#  fourth  generation  back — 
whose  life  marks  an  epoch  !n  the  work  of 
Christian  women  In  our  western  continent. 

I  have  been  told  of  our  brother's  con¬ 
version,  when  he  was  a  lad  thirteen,  years 
old.  The  considerations  that  influenced 
him  came  in  this  wise  :  Of  course  I  must 
be  a  Christian,  all  my  fathers  have  been 
so,  it  would  be  a  violation  of  the  family  not 
to  devote  my  life  to  serving  Christ,  and 
lf  I  am  to  give  Him  my  life,  then  where¬ 
fore  not  all  my  life?  And  so  not  in  any 
time  of  excitement,  with  no  one  for  com. 
panion  he  stood  forth  alone  in  the  broad 
aisle  of  the  church  and  confessed  the 
Saviour  and  gave  his  name  to  the  sacred 
covenant.
